The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The basis for the allowability is : 

Prior art of record does not teach etching microstructure on a wafer, the microstructure 
extending downwardly from a first surface of said wafer, attaching the wafer to a carrier 
substrate to form a master, the wafer being attached to the carrier substrate with the first surface 
being adjacent to a second surface of carrier substrate, depositing a material layer onto the 
master, the deposited material layer extending over the microstructure, and separating the 
deposited material layer from the master, wherein the separated material layer can be used as the 
predetermined mold portion.
